REMARKS 

Applicant expresses appreciation to the Examiner for consideration of the subject patent 
application. This amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed September 12, 2005. 
Claims 1-13, 23-31, 38, 40 and 41 were rejected. 

Claims 1-13, 23-31, 38, 40 and 41 were originally presented. Claims 1-13, 23-31, 38, 40 
and 41 remain in the application. 

Double Patenting 

Claims 1-13, 23-31, 38, 40 and 41 stand rejected under the judicially created doctrine of 
obviousness-type double patenting as being unpatentable over the claims of U.S. Pat. No. 
6,628,791. A terminal disclaimer in compliance with 37 CFR 1.321(c) is attached to overcome 
this rejection. The present application and copending Application No. 6,628,791 are commonly 
owned.
